It is, therefore yet in existence, and | 


ready burdening the incomes of the indus- 
trial and laboring classes, a due regard for 
their interests, so inseparably connected 
with the welfare of the country,, should 
prompt us to rigid economy and retrench- 
ment, and influence us to abstain from all 
legislation that will unnecessarily increase 
the public indebtedness. Tested by this 
rule of sound political wisdom, I cah see no 
reason for the establishment of military ju- 
risdiction conferred upon the officials of the 
Bureau. By one section of the bill, and by 
the laws of the United States and. of the 
different States, competent Courts, Federal 
and State, have “been established and are 
now in full practical operation. By means 
of these simple tribunals ample redress is 
afforded for all private wrongs, whether to 
the person or the property of the citizen, 
without denial or unnecessary delay. They 
are open to all, without regard to color er 
race. I feel well assured that it will be bet- 
ter to trust the rights, privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens to tribunals that are to be 
established afd presided over by competent 
and impartial Judges, bound by the fixed 
rules of law and ecvidenee, and where the 
right of trial by jury is guaranteed and se- 
cured, than to the caprice or’ judgment of 
an officer of the Bureau, who it is possible, 
may be entirely ignorant of the principles 
that underlie the just adminstration of law. 

There is danger, too, that a conflict of ju- 
risdiction will frequently arise between the 
civil Courts, and these military tribunals, 
each having concurrent jurisdiction over 
person and cause of action—the one, juris- 
diction, and administered and controlled by 
| civil law; the other, by military law. How 
| is the conflict to be settled,.and who is to 
determine between the two tribunals when 
it arises? In my opinion it is wise to guard 
against such a conflict by leaving to the 
Courts the jurisdiction of all civil rights and 
the redress of all violences. The fact can- 
not be denied, that since the cessation of 
hostillitics many acts of violence, such per- 
haps as had never been witnessed in their 
previgus history, have occurred in the States 
|involved in the late rebellion. I hclieve, 
however, that public sentiment will sustain 
me in asserting that such deeds of wrong are 
not confined to any particular State or sec- 
; tion, but are manifested all over the entire 


‘country, demonstrating that fhe cause that 
; produced them does not depend upon any 
particular locality, but is the result of the 
agitation and derangement. incident to a 
I may urge upon your 
: consideration the additional reason that the 
| recent developements in regard to the prac-

* States, show that in many cases it is used by 
its agents as a means of promoting their in- 
dividual advantage; and that the freedmen 
are employed for the advancement of the 
personal ends of the oflicers, instead of their 
own improvement. 
{ By the provisions of the act, full protec- 
tien is offered through the District Courts 
of the United States to all persons injured, 
and whose privileges, as thus declared, are 
any way impaired, and very heavy penalties 
are denounced against the person who wil- 
fully violates the law. I need not state that 
| the law did not receive my approval, yet its 
rendies are far more preferable than those 
proposed in the present bill—the one being 
civil and the other military. ; 
| By the sixth section of the bill herewith 
returned, certain proceedings by which the 
lands in the parishes of St. Helena and 
St. Luke were sold and bid in, and after- 
wards disposed.of by the Tax Collectors, 
are confirmed and ratified. By the 7th, 9th, 
10th, 11th section, provisions are made for 
the disposal of lands thus aequired by a 
particular class of citizens. While the qui- 
| eting of titles is deemed important and de- 
sirable, the discrimination made in the bill 
seems objectionable, as does also the at- 
tempt to confer upon the Commissioners 
judicial powers, by which citizens of the 
| United States are to be deprived of their 
property in a mode contrary to that provis- 
; ion of the Constitution which declares that 
| no person shall be deprived of life, liberty 
| or preperty without due proeess of law. As 
| a principle, such legislation is unsafe, un- 
| wise. partial and unconstitutional. It may 
| deprive persons of their property who are 
| equally deserving of the objects of the na- 
tion's bounty, as those whom, by this legis- 
lation, Congress seeks to benefit. The title 
to land thus to be portioned out to a favored 
class ef citizens, must depend upon the reg- 
ularity of the'tax sales under the law as it 
existed at the time of the sale, and no syb- 
sequent legislation can give any validity to 
the rights thus acquired, as against the 
original claimant. The attention of Con- 
gress is therefore invited toa more mature 
consideration of the measures proposed in 
the sections of the bill.

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LETTER FROM M:: WELLES. 


The following interestir .etter from Sec- 
retary Welles, of the Navy Department, is in 
reply to one fram Senator Doolittle, asking 
his views in regard to the National Union 
Convention to assemble at Philadelphia on 
the 14th instant : 

WASHINGTON, July 11th, 1866. 

Srr :—Your note of the 10th instant was 
received yesterday. I cordially approve of 
the movement which has been instituted to 
sustain the Administration in maintaining 
the union of the States, and I recognize in 
the call which you have sent me the princi- 
ples and views by which the Administration 
has been governed, The attempt made to 
destroy the National integrity by secession 
or the voluntary withdrawal of the States 
from the Union has been defeated. War has 
forever extinguished the heresy of secession. 
On the suppression of the rebellien, measures 
were promptly commenced to re-establish 
those fraternal relations which for four years 
had been interrupted. The policy indicated 
by President Lincoln to restore the National 
duty was adopted and carried forward by 
President Johnson. The States which had 
been in rebellion were, under this benign 
policy, resuming their legitimate functions. 
The people had laid down their arms, and 
these who had been in insurrection were re- 
turning to their allegiance. The Constitu- 
tion had been vindicated and the Union was 
subposed to be restored, when a check was 
put upon the progress to National harmony 


and prosperity thus dawning upon the coun- 
try. 
In the assembling of Cengress, all efforts 


towards union and nationality became sud- 
denly paralyzed. The measures of concilia- 
tion which the President had, from the time 
he entered upon his duties, pursued with 
eminent success, were assailed, and their be- 


An attempt was made to impose conditions 
precedent upon the States before permitting 
them to exercise their Constitutional rights. 
Loyal Senators and Representatives of the 
States which had been in rebellion were re- 
fused admittance into Congress. The peo- 
ple were denied their rightful Constitutional 
representation, and eleven States were, and 
are, excluded from all participation in the 
Government. These proceedings, which 
conflict with the fundamental principles on 


which our whole Government system is 
founded, are generating and consolidating 
sectional animosity, and if long persisted in, 
must eventuate in permanent alienation. I 
rejoice, therefore, in a movement which has 
for its object union in one bend of leve of 
the people of our common country, and 
which invites to council and to political 
action the citizens of every State and Terri- 
tory, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
{rom the Lakes to the Gulf. The centalizing 
theory, that the loyal and qualified Senators 
and Representatives from the Southern States 
shall be excluded from Congress, and that 
those States and the people of those States 
shall not participate in the Government, is 
scarcely less repugnat than that of secession 
itself. 

The proposition to change the Constitu- 
tion and unsettle some of the fundamental 
principles of our ordinance law; to change 
our Judicial system in such a manner as to 
destroy the independence of the States, by 
transferring to Federal tribunals all ques- 
tions relating to the life, liberty and pros- 
perity ef the citizens; to change the basis 
of representation, which was one of the diffi- 
cult and delicate compromises of the Con- 
vention of 1787, when no States were exclu- 
ded from representation; to change the ex- 
isting and wisely adjusted distribution of 
powers between the different departments of 
the Government by‘teansferring the pardon- 
ing power in certain cases from the Execu- 
tive, where it properly belongs, to” Congress 
or the Legislative branch of the Government, 
to which it does net legitimately pertain ; to 
incorporate into our Constitution, which is 
to stand through all time, a proscription of 
citizens who have erred and are liable to 
penalties under existing enactments, by dis- 
qualifications partaking of the nature of ez 
post facto laws and bills of attainder—these 
propositions or changes aggregate as one, 
and are called an amendment to the Consti- 
tution, designed to operate on the people 
and States which are denied all representa- 
tion or voice in the Congress which origi- 
nates them, and areofa radical, if nota | 
revolutionary character. These and other 
proceedings, and the political crisis which | 
they have tended to produce, justify and de- 
mand a convocation of the people, by dele- 
gates from all States and from the whole 
country. 


The President has labored with ,devoted 
assiduity and fidelity to promete union, har- 
mony, prosperity and happiness among these 
States and people, but has met with resist- 
ance, misrepresentation and calumny, and 
even where he had aright to expect co-oper- 
ation and friendly support. That the great 
body of our countrymen are earnestly and 
cordially with him in his efforts to promote 
the national welfare, I have never doubted, 
notwithstanding the hostility ef malevolent 
partisang stimylated by aperverted party 
organization, and I rejoice that a Convention, 
which shall represent all the Union men of 
our whole country, has been called to sus- 
tain him.

THE PHILADELPHIA CONVENTION. 
The follewing is the call for the Philadel- 
phia Natienal Convention : 
Washineron, June 25, 1866. 

A National Union Convention of at least 
two delegates from each Congressional Dis- 
trict of all the States, two from each: Terri- 
tory, two from the District of Columbia, and 
feur delegates at large from each, will be | 
held at the city of Philadelphia, on the 14th 
day of August next, Such delegates will be 
chosen by the Electors of the several States 
who sustain the Administration in maintain- 
ing unbroken the union ef the States under 
the Constitution which our fathers estab- 
lished, and who agree in the fellowing pro- 
positions, viz : . 

The union of the States isin every case 
indissoluble and is perpetual, and the Con- 
stitutien ef the United States and the laws 
passed by Congress in pursuance thereof are 
supreme, constant and universal in their eb- 
ligation. The rights, the dignity and the 
equality of the States in the Union, includ- 
ing the right of representation th Congress, 
and solemnly guaranteed by that Constitu- 
tion, to save which from overthrow so much 
blood and treasure were expended in the 
late civil wdr. There is no right anywhere 
to dissolve the Union er to separate States 
frem the Union either by voluntary with- 
drawal, by force of atms or by Congréasienal 
action, neither by secession of States nor by 
the exclusion of their loya¥ and qualified 
representatives, nor by the National Govern- 
ment in any other form. | Slavery is abol- 
ished and neither can nor ought to be re-es- 
tablished in any State or Territory within 
our jurisdiction. 

Each State has the undoubted right to 
prescribe the qualifications of its own elec- 
tors; and no external power*rigbtfully oan 
or ought to dictate, centrol or influence the 
free and voluntary action of the States in the 
exercise of that right; 

The maintenance inviolate of the rights of 
the States, aud especially of the rights ef 
each State to order and control its own de- 
mestic concerns according to its judgment 
exclusively, subject only to fhe Constitution 
of the United States, is essential to.that bal- | 
ance of power on which the perfection and 
endurance of our pelitical fabric depends, 
and the overthrow of that system, by ysur- 
pation in centralization of power in Con- 
gress, would be a revolution, dangerous toa 
republican Government and degtructive to 
liberty. Each house of Congress is made, 
by the -Constitution, the sole judge of its 
election returns and qualification of its mem- 
bers, but the exclusien of loyal Senators and 
Representatives, properly chosen and quali- 
fied under the Constitution and laws, is un- 
just and revolutionary. Every patriot should 
frown upen all these acts and. proceedings 
everywhere, which can serve no other pur- 
pose than te rekindle the animosities of 
war, and the effect of which upen our moral, 
social and material interests at home and 
upon our standing abroad, differing only in 
degree, is injurious like war itself, 

The purpose of the war having been te 
preserve the Union and the Constitution, by 
putting down the rebellion, and the rebel- 
lion-having been suppressed, all ,resistance 
to the authority of the General Government 
being at an end and the war having ceased, 
war measutes should also cease, and should 
be followed by measures of peaceful admin- 
istration, so that union, harmony and con- 
cord may be en€ouraged, and industry, com- 
merce and the arts of peace reyived and pre- 
moted ; and the early restoration of all the 
States to the exercise of their constitutienal 
power in the National Government is indis- 
pensably necessary to the strength and de- 
fense of the republic and to the maintenance 
of the public credit. 

All such electors in the thirty-six States 
and nine Territories of the United States 
and in the District of Columbia “whe, in a 
spirit of patriotism and love forthe Union, 
camrise above personal and sectional con- 
siderations, and who desire to see a truly 
National Union Conventien, which shall 
represent all the States and Territeries of the 
Union, assemble as friends and brethers un_ 
der the national flag te hold counsel to- 
gether upon fhe state of the Union, and te 
take measures to avert possible dangers from 
the same, are respectfully requested to take 
part in the choice of such delegates. But 
no delegate will take a seat in such Conven- 
tion who dees not loyally accept the national ’ 
situation and cordially ‘indorse the princi- 
ples above set forth, and who is not attached 
in true allegiance te the Constitution, the 
Union and the Government of the United 
States. eas

visor is to be elected in the Second District 
ef this county, on the 5th of September 
next, and in order to vote at the election, 
citizens must have their names enrolled on 
the precinct poll lists. As we understand 
the law, the names of voters must be en- 
rolled thirty days preceding the election, 
say by the fifth of August. We believe in 
cases where citizens have been absent from 
the county, that they can be enrolled up to 
within a day or two of the election, but 
these are exceptional cases provided for in 
the Registry Act.—{ Marysville Appeal. 

Supervisor ELEcTION.—The only election 
io be held this fall in this county is, we _be- 
lieve that of Supervisor in the Ghico Dis- 
trict. We would call the attention of the 
voters in that District to the fact that the 
election will take place the first week in 
September, arid. those who desire to vote 
must have their names registered thirty 
days prior to the election. They will thus 
see the necessity of registering prior to the 
6th of August.—[Butte Record. 


We have noticed in several other of our 
exchanges, that the election of a Supervisor 
in the different counties will be held on the 
day set by law for it to be held, viz: Sept, 
5th. If the Supervisor election in this 
county wus held on that day, there would 
not be a legal vote cast in the county, pro- 
vided that ghe Registry Law is a constitu- 
tional enactment. No voter in Pjumas 
county has or can enroll his naine upon the 
precinct poll list, thirty days before that 
date, for no Judges for Clerks of Election 
have been appointed. There is, or seems to 
he some underhanded, hocus pocus sort of 
an arrangement connected with the matter, 
that we cannot understand. That there is 
something wrong, we know, but whether it 
is intentional or otherwise, we ,can't say.— 
Only one very learned lawyer in the county, 
was of the opinion that the Supervisor elec: 
tion should be held on any day except Sept. 
‘5th, but he thoug't that it should be put 
off until November and the Board of Super- 
visors took his advice, and so the election 
has been defersed. -Now, in our opinion, no 
legal election can be held until the time for 
which the Supervisor for the 2d District 
was elected, expires. What action the 
Board may take in regard to it, at the mect- 
ing next week, we cannot say. There is a 
screw loose some where, and we shall try 
and find out where it is by our next issue.

News oF THE WEEK.—The Atlantic cable 
has been successfully laid, and despatches 
from London to the 27th July have been re- 
ceived. “They announce the conclusion of a 
treaty of peace between Prussia and Austria, 
on the terms dictated by the former. power, 


Prague on the 8th of July, and marched di- 
rectly upon Vienna. The Austrian army 
was so demoralized that the Emperor was 
doubtful.of his ability to protect his capital. 
The Federal forces had been defeated on the 
14th at Aschapenberg, in Bavaria, twenty 
miles from. Frankfort, and an Italian army 
occupied Venice, thus cutting off the retreat 
of the garrisons left in the fortresses of the 
Quadrilateral. Russia had declared a poliy 
of non-intervention, conditioned upon the 
observation of the same policy by France. 
The Moscow Gazette expressed sympathy 
with the Italian cause, and insisted that Italy 
should haye Rome for her capital. 

The Rump Congress, thank God, adjourn- 
ed on the 2&th. Previous‘to the adjourn- 
ment, Nebraska and Tennessee (!) were ad- 
mitted into the Union, and the members 
from the latter State to their seats—the bills 
equalizing the bounties for solaiers und in- 
creasing the pay of the members of Congress 
to $5,000, beginning with .this Congress, 
were passed,—and the nominations of .O. HI. 
Brownjng, of Ilinois, as Secretary of-the In- 
terior—A, W. Randall, as Postmaster Gen 
eral—U, $. Grant.as General, and 
as Lieut. Gen., Hancock as ‘Maj. Gen. and 
Ord as Brig. Gen., of the Army- - Farragut, 
Adiniral, and Porter, Vice Admiral, of the 
Navy,—were severally confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. 

In Tennessee, old Brownlow, the bedlam- 
ite, is carrying things with a high band.— 
His minions forcibly dragged two members 
into the Legislature, to complete the quorum 
of the House, but they refused to vote or to 
recognize themselves as members. Judge 
Frazier, of Nashville, issued a’writ of habeas 
corpus for the kidnappéd members, and go- 
ing to the House with a sheriff's posse, he 
liberated them and fined the Sergeant-at- 
Arms.

WILLIAM H. SEWARD. 

Politics makes strange bed-fellows. No- 
thing is more difficult than to predict in 
what political companionship a prominent 
public man may be found ten years 30 the 
futuf. The man himself may. be & model 
of consistency; he may be devoted to a 
rintiple and faithful to his convictions, 
yet he rhay find himself compelled to act 
with those whom through all his life 
he has denounced. The telegraph brings 
the intelligence that William H. Seward has 
endorsed the call for a National’ Union Con- 
vention. He has done so, he says, substan- 
tially, because there is no Union: party at 
present in the United States. The two ex- 
isting parties are hopelessly sectionalized.— 
The laws of cause and effect compelled one 
party to be sectional when the other became 
so@ It matters little whether the leaven of 
sectionalism began to work in the Demo- 
cratic or Republican party—it now controls 
the political organizations both North and 
South, Statesmen with any forecast at all 
perceive that Tnion cannot be perma- 
nently established ‘and maintainted by a8 
sectional party, Noreker largé may be its 
majority and however ably it may be man- 
aged. Force may resist 41 passionate and ill- 
considered attempt to disrupt the Union, 
but the real basis of harmony in Govern- 
ment must ever be in the desires of @ major- 
ity of the people in both sections. 

Mr. Seward is the father of the Republican 
Party in the seme sense that Thomas Jeffer- 
son Was the futher of the Republican Party 
of his day. He gave the first expression ‘to 
the idea upon which it fought and. lost its 
first battles, He was its directing intelli- 
gence through its years of: growing power, 
and. the, leader around whom new recruits 
ralliec, as Napoleon's marshals rallied around 
their chief, During the minority of the 
par cy, no one thought of disputing his lead- 
ership. No one questioned his devotion to 
freedom nor his capacity as a leader. His 
championship of the party was a magnificent 
political success, surpassing in actual results 
the triumphs of any of the great leaders of 
his day. Commencing in the Senate four- 
teen years ago, after the Waterloo defeat of 
the Whig party in 1852, with but three or 
four allics and two or three States in sympa- 
thy with himself, he saw each election swell 
the devoted band, until eight years after his 
party elected it®@candidate for the Presiden- 
cy anda majority to both Houses of Con- 
gress, Six years have passed since his  par- 
ty came into power, Slavery, which he 
sought to limit to the territory it then pos- 
sessed, has been destroyed. The party he 
created and led has shot past its creator and 
leader® It has created new issues in which 
he finds himself compelled to take the other 
side. ° No one can point to a principle he 
has abandoned. Much more than the work 
he undertook is accomplished, and it is his 
desire now to see in his old age the country 
reconciled to its new. heritage of universal 
treedom—to sce the North and South culti- 
yate the fraternal relatiotls which the aboli- 
tion of slavery has made possible,

On Thursday @ large delega- | 
tion of Stringtown, East Branch, Indian Valley 
and Big Meadows Indians arrived in the Valley, 
and were taken in cbarge,of by a delegation of 
American Valley Diggers, and escorted to their 
camp. The digge@ bought a\ large supply of 
flour and other needfuls, to last them through 
the holidays. They have been very busily at 
work of late, catching and curing grass-hoppers, 
army worms apd such other delicious eatables, 
with the intention of feasting their guests on the 
best that the country affords. On Friday night 
they had a grand dance. Over a hundred guests 
were present, and the beauty aud chivalry of all 
the neighboring tribes we in attendance. They 


doubtless had a fine time of it and enjoyed them- | 


selves hugely.

A Sraupepe.-Yesterday, Friday evening. it 
being well known that the Diggers were having 
a grand dance, pow wow, &c., some fifteen | or 
twenty of onr citizens went out to the campooda 
to witness the performances. The camp was 
about two miles from town, and all of the ‘visi- 
tors went out on horseback, and after reaching 
the encampment, hitched their horses to a rail 
fence. There were several Indian horses, and 
altogether there were over twenty, animals with 
their halters tied to the same fence. Our in- 
formant who was present, says that the whole 
party with but one or two exceptions, had not 
been inside of the sweat-bouse more than three 
minutes, wena terrible stampede took place. 
One of the horses became frightened: and pulled 
down a portion of the fence, when, a8 a matter 
of course all of the others took the hint, and the 
fence came down conside‘ably faster than it was 
built, Rails were flying about pretty lively.— 
One knocked off a man’s hat, and, bad it struck 
about three inches lower, it would have knocked 
his head off. The borses and mules, with from 
one to four rails dragging after them broke und 
ran in all directions, It was, a8 our informant 
says, dangerous to be safe around ‘there about 
that time. When the alarm was sounded, the 
party who were it: the sw: at house rushed out as 
fist usthey could get through the small hole. 
Some, when they heard the commotion and saw 
the horses runuing in all directions, retreated, 
in bad order, to the top of the datice honse. 
others sought refuge in the diggers’ camps, while 

thers who were awfully scared, commenced to 

ving their hands and lament their coming to 
such a place--they “expected their horses would 
be killed, it indeed they were fortunate enough 
to escape death or injury themselves—they would 
never be ciught in such a place again!” It was, 
from all accounts, a most ludicrous affair. After 
hunting and wandering about through the chap- 
arel for about three hours, all the horses were 
found—sowe with rails yet dtagging after them, 
--and the party returned to town, It seems 
almost impossible that the horses could have es- 
esped injury, but none of them were injured in 
the least. Moral: The next time you go toa

Eprror Uxron ;—As it may be, peraps, 
interesting to you and some of your readers 
to hear what is going on at this famous lo- 
cality, I thought I would send you the result 
of my observations of a few weeks’ residence 
at this place.
